and Command as well the Farmers of His Cuſtomes, Controllers, Searchers, Waiters and other Officers of His

the lame; And to cauſe the Offenders to be duly puniſhed as to Juſtice Mall appertam. And allo ail Juſtices of 
the Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Conſtables and other Officers whatſoever, to be from tune to time ayding 
and aſſiſting in all things requiſite foz and touching the oblervation and execution of this Dis Majeſties Nope
